Fall River, Mass., March 1.—Content- 


ment is reflected in everything about 
the city today, and the atmosphere is

Never was faith in 


labor unions mortf pronounced, and cor- 
porations are regarded as not quite so 
heartless as they have been i epresented. 
The prevailing wish is for a continued 
rising market. 
It is felt, too, that 


the bond of sympathy between capital 
and labor has been greatly strength- 
ened. 


The manufacturers have explained 


that they refused the first offer to confer, 
not from personal feeling, but because 
the time had not arrived, and the Man- 
ufacturers' association 
feared to talk 


that early, lest the approaching signs of j 
better times be in the smallest measure 
dissipated by agitation. 


The pleasure of the manufacturers 


over the outcome of the conference \ 
seems only second to that,of the opera- 
tives, and is probably Inspired to a 
considerable extent by the prospect of 
a sliding scale. 
The desire on both 


sides for its adoption seems genuine. 
With the healthy sentiment prevailing, 
It is believed it will be brought about 
early and satisfactorily. 
The scale 


will be limited at both extremes. 
It 


is the cordial understanding that if the 
market rises above a certain margin 
the manufacturers shall have the full 
benefit, so that when the market drops 
below the other extreme the price shall 
stand in favor of the operatives. 


This rise In wages will effect 30,000 


operatives in the 81 mills in this city, in 
spite of the fact that seven corporations 
are not connected with the Manufac- 
turers' association. 
They are the Iron 


works, Globe yarn mill, Sanford Spin- 
ning company, Conanlcut, Seaconnet, 
Kerr thread and the Bourne. 
Every 


reason exists to believe that they will 
put back the old,wage schedule simul- 
taneously with the 33 corporations which 
are represented In the Manufacturers' 
association. 


It means then, to the operatives, over 


$1,000,000 a year additional to Fall River 
operatives.

March 4, 1899, notices to conform with 
the following. 


"Voted—That wages be advanced on 


Monday, April 3, 1899, to the standing 
schedule existing in the cloth mills previ- 
ous to Jan. 1,1898 " 


The action of the manufacturers, of 


course, does away with the necessity for 
a conference between the treasurers and 
the operatives' representatives. Some 
of the latter, although pleased with the 
outcome, think a better feeling between 
capital and labor would have resulted 
bad the conference been held.

' A SCENE ON THE SOO. ~' 


The King of France Took Possession of 


tbe Land Two Hundred Year» Ago. 
In St. Nicholas there ia an article on 


"The Great Lakes" by W. S. Harwood. 
Mr. Harwood says: 


While waiting for my steamer to be 


j carried through canal locks of the Soo, 


I stood one summer day near a hill oa 
which now stands Port Brady, over- 
looking the rapids of the Soo as they 
Bow from Lake Superior down into tbe 
St. Mary's river and so on to join at 
last the waters of Huron. On tbe top of 
tbis bill, aa nearly as I could decide 
from tbe topography of tbe country, 
was witnessed two centuries and a quar- 
ter ago one of tbe most remarkable, cna 
of tbe most significant, scenes ia tbo 
history of the new n orld. It bas been 
brilliantly described, and I may bnt 
mention it. 


On June 14, 1671, a strange body of 


men was assembled on this bill. It was 
composed of four classes—the official 
representative^ of tbe king of France, 
tbe Catholic missionaries, tbe voyagenrs 
and tbe Indians. Weeks before word 
bad. been sent out to the chiefs of 14 of 
tbe different tribes of Indians in tbe re- 
gion to meet at tbe Soo on tbe date 
mentioned. An immense cross of wood 
was made and carried to tbe top of tbe 
hill overlooking tbe swift flowing 
rapids. A stout timber witb an en- 
graved plate on it waa set up near tbe 
deep bole in tbe ground wbicb was to 
hold tbe foot of tbe cross. 


When all had assembled, St. Lusson, 


the representative of the king, lifted in 
one band a clod of earth and in tbe 
other bis naked sword and in tbe name 
of bis most Christian majesty the king 
of France took possession of tbe laud, 
embracing in bis assumption "all tbe 


i region from tbe north to tbe south sea 


and extending to the ocean on tbe west." 
Tbe cross was tben raised before tbe 
motley throng-«-the representatives of 
tbe government in tbeir most gorgeous 
suits, the priesta in their rich vest- 
ments, the voyagenrs in tbeir bunting 
garb of skins, tbe Indians in tbeir most 
fantastic feathers and paint. As tbe 
cross asEunitd position tbe priests in- 
toned a stately chant of the seventeenth 
century. Then the French exclaimed 
"Vive leroi!" wbile, as one historian 
p its it, "tbe Indians bowled in con- 
cert." 


Tbe plate upon the smaller timber 


bore an engraved inscription denoting 
the king's possession of the land.

Heart of the Town. 


In tbe true ghetto, in the noisome 


heart ot tbe town, wbere tbe cobbled 
streets run slimy and tbe people cbafler 
with tbe butchers for tbe refuse of the 
slaughter bouse and chicken block, you 
see tbe unchanged Jew of tbe middle 
ages.

Ibeir clothes are gay, red, green 
and blue being their favorite colors, 
and tbe married women all wear decol- 
lete bodices fashioned very low in front 
and showing a fancy shirt of embroidery 
and lace, wbicL eitber reveals tbe mold 
of tbeir forms or makes startling ex- 
posures of tbe forms themselves. Tbeir 
chests are always quite bare. This in a 
land wbere tbe other women expose 
nothing but their eyes is all tbe more 
astonishing. On tbeir crowns tbe Jew- 
ish matrons wear very showy, often 
beautiful, headdresses, composed of a 
cap of red, green and yellow silk or 
cloth, tbat is carried down tbe back of 
tbe bead in a bag tbat envelops tbeir 
tresses.

general to know tbat tbe distribution of 
blame or fame did not depend upon 
himself, but would be taken out of bis 
bands by writers "not under bis com- 
mand, wbo wonld declare tbat an attack 
like tbat en Speicberen, wbicb almost 
cost an army corps, was "superb" be- 
cause it succeeded, or tbat tbe perhaps 
best general in tbe army was habitual- 
ly a little late in issuing bis commands. 
We do most seriously believe tbat tbere 
are officers of tbe highest merit in tbe 
British army from whom tbe country 
will never obtain tbe best service tbey 
are capable of performing because of the 
multitude of reporters in the camps.

The estimates of appropriations for 


the current financial year submitted to 
the council last night amount to J407,- 
S38.S3. The estimates for lagt year 
were J849.063.17, which shows a marked 
increase this year and would indicate 
a tax rate jumping up like the mer- 
cury in the sun. But it must be noted 
that the maturing debt item included 
in this year's estimates is $100.'083.33, 
while the maturing debt item in last 
year's estimates was only J57.S33.32. 
The refunding bill before the legisla- 
ture becoming a law the maturing 
debt item in this year's estimates will 
be cut in two at least, making a good 
reduction in the total sum.

This year $2,500 more than 
last year's appropriation is asked, 
which has a meaning that is somewhat 
sobering to those who care to think of 
the distress that it indicates. The 
amount asked for this year is $2,000 
more than is as,ked for the support of 
the public library, within $250 of the 
cost of the maintenance of the water- 
works and only $125 less than the 
amount, needed for the maintenance of 
the fire department. 


The New Bedford Evening Standard 


notices that, "the trustees of the 
Brookline public library have had the 
'open shelf sygtem working with much 
success for nearly a year, with a reser- 
vation as to the fiction department" 
It says: "The results have been so 
satisfactory that a trial will be made 
of the same plan in the fiction alcoves. 
For a month, persons over IS years of 
age will be admitted to the fiction 
alcoves between the hours of 9 and 1 
o'clock, except Saturdays," The paper 
in commenting on the system says that 
the- objection tq the policy has been 
baaed In the fear that the privilege 
would be abused and books be stolen.

"15-cent suppers" served by the ladies 
of the various churches through the 
winter? If not, you probably have an 
idea that they are painful affairs got- 
ten up with the dyspeptic intention of 
providing as little as possible for the 
money, and 
imposing on the 
good 


nature of those who will attend and eat 
anything for the sake of helping along 
a good cause. And that is where you 
are wrong. A 15- cent church supper Is 
an institution 
tk> be regarded with 


great respect, and to be attended 
whenever possible, because it is in the 
nature of a miracle. How a supper such 
aa is usually provided can be pre- 
pared and served for the amount asked 
and still result in a profit can be ex- 
plained only by calling It such. Of 
course it means hard work for those 
who have charge of the supper, but 
those who are wise enough to take ad- 
vantage of their work are sure of an 
agreeable gastronomic surprise. 


» » * * 
A famine in egge means lots of hard- 


ship, and the eagerness with which the 
dealers seek any available supply, 
however small, is evidence of the im- 
portance of the demand. The present 
famine extends throughout this part of 
the country, New York city and Bos- 
ton being especially 'hard up." A local 
dealer spent two days in New York 
state, and returned with four cases of 
eggs, all he could secure. And he re- 
ported a hard time getting as many 
a§ he did. 


"There are four New York men after 


every egg that's laid," he says, "and I 
got my four cases a single dossen at a 
time. It's the worst scramble after 
eggs I ever had." 


t * * * 
But in times like these you can be 


sure that all eggs except the cold 
storage brand are fresh. The faithful 
hen hardly has time to cackle twice 
before the egg is' speeding on its way 
to the city to feed the famine. The 
dealer quoted above tells of a remark- 
able "find" he made of a dozen of eggs 
all laid by the game hen in one day. 
It's a wierd tale, and illustrates the 
eagerness with which farmers 
are 


overworking their hens Just now, 


"This farmer," the dealer says, "had 


the meanest scheme I ever saw worked 
on an innocent hen. You know a hen 
always looks at the egg before it be- 
gins to cackle. Wejl, this farmer had 
rigged up a nest with an automatic 
bottom that opened when the egg was 
laid, letting it Into a receptacle below, 
and closing again. 


"The first hen that tried the nest 


confidently laid its daily egg, turned to 
look at it, with its bill all opened to 
cackle, and was- almost paralyzed to 
find no egg there. 


"The poor hen thought a minute, 


then turned and laid another egg. 


"Again the cackle was shut Off by 


the disappearance of the egg, and the 
hen was actually crying when It began 
on its third attempt. •- 


"One 
hour later "the farmer went into 


the henhouse, and saw a skeleton hen 
gasping for breath as it laid its last 
egg m the automatic trap and 
fell 


over, dead. 


"But eggs were worth oyer three 


cents apiece, and there were 12 under 
the nest."

GERMANY IS WITH US.

Ini In the Philippines. 


To Withdraw All Her Ve» 


sals From Archipelago, 


Subjects Besident There to Be Pro. 


tecled by United States. 


News Which Will Effectually Set Oisquietinf 


Humors at Rest. 


Washington, March 1.—At the iiwtancj 


of the German government thepre«ldeni 
has consented fo take under the protec- 
tion of the Un;ted States army and navy 
commanders at Manila and other Philip- 
pine {• points the lives and property ol 
German subjects resident there. The ex- 
planation of thte movement is the wish 
of the German government to releaas 
auch German war vessels as are now 
stationed in the Philippines for eervici 
on the Chinese coast, where they are be- 
lieved to be needed- 


The action taken is regarded here as s 


stroke in diplomacy by which will be re- 
moved all possibility of a clash between j 
German and American interests in and ' 
about Manila, and notice to all the world,' 
and especially to any Americans who en- 
tertained any suspicions of sinister de- 
signs by Germany, of the wish and pur- 
pose of the German empire to cultivate 
the friendship of the United States. By 
it Germany at once places the protection 
of all her large interests In the islands 
almost completely in our hands. 


The announcement of this act by the 


German government came ait the close 
of a day that had been full of sensa- 
tional rumors of a clash between the 
Americans and Germans In Manila, the 
rumors finally going so far as to assert 
that Admiral Pewey had fired on and 
sunk a German vessel at Manila. Thes< 
rumors spread, despite the fact that th« 
cable connecting Manila with the outei 
world to in the control of the United 
States government, BO that It might bi j 
reasonably expected that th« govern, 
ment would receive the first news of any 
dl«a»ter or collision at Manila, and thai 
at the White House, war department and 
navy department positive denials wen 
made of the receipt of any news tending 
even In the sligfrteat degree to conflrir j 
the rumora. Even some «£ <•}« more 
cautious naval officers were Infected witt 
fear for th« moment. 


These lingering fears in naval circles 


were s«t at rest finally at the close of 
the day by the receipt of some dis- 
patches from Manila, but without men- 
tion of any untoward incident. Based 
on this fact Secretary Long, Secretary 
Alger, Captain Crownlnshleld and Gen- 
eral Corbin all took the responsibility of 
denying the rumors In the strongest 
terms. 


Finally, after the official cloce of fh« 


departments, announcement was mad« 
for the reason of the great confidence the 
officials had of the falsity of the rumors, 
the statement being authorised that by 
one bold stroke Germany had removed 
all possibility of any clash between hot- 
beads at Manila. It was announced that 
the German government had ordered its 
ships away from Manila, probably to the 
new naval station at Kiao-Chau, on the 
Chinese coast. The announcement wat 
coupled with tti« statement that the Ger- 
man vessels were needed there. This 
may be the case, for the story has come 
to Washington that the Chinese bavt 
been abusing some German citizens al- 
most in the shadow of the Chinese capi- 
ta', at Tien-Tsin. The Germans have 
come to believe that the only way t< 
meet auoh cases is by punitive measures, 


The German government followed iti 


announcement to the state department 
of a purpose to order Its vessels away 
from the Philippines with a formal ap- 
plication to the United States govern- 
ment to undertake the protection of all 
the Germans In the Philippines, not only 
in person, but alse in properly. 


The president very promptly accepted 


the trust, and there will be no German 
•hips at either Manila or Hollo to dis- 
turb the relations between the two coun- 
tries, by forming the basis of sensational 
and false rumors. It is not knowntaere ' 
at this moment Just what German ships 
are actually in Philippine waters.

Washington, March 1.—The house 


apent practically the entire time of the 
•even-hour aeasion yesterday pacsmg 
the public building bills favorably acted 
upon by the committee of the whole 10 
days ago. The opposition sought to can- 
sume time by rollcalls and otner filibus- 
tering tactics at various times, but theii 
numbers were so slim that In no case 
could they secure a rollcall. At last 
their efforts to Impede the passage of the 
bills was abandoned and they were 
passed with great rapidity. Sixty-one 
bills in all Were passed, carrying $9,352,- 
000. 
The conference report upon the 


postofflce appropriation bill, agreeing to 
the senate amendment making an appro- 
priation' forf the southern mail subsidy, 
wa« adopted. The general deficiency ap- 
propriation was reported and will be con- 
sidered today. It 
ia the last of the i 
budgets to be acted upon by the house j 
and will probably be passed under sus. j 
pension of the rules. 
I 


A bill passing frenzy was on the senate. 


The bills passed were principally public 
building measures, and at times during 
the day and night the acenes in the 
senate were remarkable. 
Senators, 


usually staid and dignified sticklers for 
order and 
decorum In the chamber, 


clamored for consideration of bills pro- 
viding for the erection of government 
buildings in which they werf interested. 


Late in the afternoon a large batch 


of such measures, passed by the house, 
were received by the senate. Instantly 
confusion reigned. 
Senators crowded 


about the clerk's desk and began to sort 
over the bills from the house, picking out 
their own as if they were choosing valen- 
tine* from a bargain counter. 
In the 


area in front of the president of the 
senate a half dozen senators were wav- 
ing bills and endeavoring to obtain rec- 
ognition from the chair.

The unusual proceeding called out a j 


protest from Senator Platt of Connecti- I 
cut, who demanded that the senators 
take their seats and that order be re- , 
stored. 
At times throughout the ses- 
i 


eions of the day and night these scenes 
were repeated, as more building bills 
were reported from the house. 
Bills 


carrying an aggregate of $8,000,000 or 
$10,000,000 were passed, and many more 
that had not been passed by both houses 
were placed as amendments on the 
sundry civil appropriation bill Finally, 
at a late hour last night, an amendmen 
to the sundry civil bill was adopted, ap 
propriating nearly $4,000,000 for the pre 
limlnary work on the buildings whicJ- 
had been authorized. 


The sundry civil bill was passed at 


11:15 last night, having been technically 
Under consideration throughout the daj 
and evening.

There are said to be just two houses 


in tho city where there is anything 
ike a respectable supply even of stor- 
age egrgs, and the price at retail is 
around the 35 cent mark.

quantity the price \va& 40 cents a 


dozen. In other words, the dealers who 
have eggs will not sell them in large j 
quantities.

A week ago the price was not much 


over 20 cents a dozen, and the famine 
has been a sudden one. It is due to 
the cold weather and the blocking of 
western travel. 


The farmers bring in small quantities 


of alleged fresh fruit, but most of these 
are sold to private families, and the 
price is 
much inflated.

stores secure any of these the supply 
lasts but a few hours. There is a for- 
tune in it for any hen who will work 
overtime just now.

An old traveler who, as special cor- 


respondent, story writer aud theatrical 
manager, has visited nearly every part 
of the globe,-iu the person of J. Charles 
Davis, is now here for the purpose of 
paving the way for J. Cheever Goodwin 
and Woolson Morse's musical comedy, 
"Lost, Strayed or Stolen."

Mauritius is the home of romance and 


a veritable gold mine for the story tell r 
and novel writer. It is the scene of gc ,d 
old Father St Pierre's "Paul and Vir- 
ginia," and the visitor to Port Lorn.*, 
the metropolis aud principal seapoi t, 
who would attempt to leave the island 
v, ithout driving out and visiting the 
grave of Paul and Virginia would be 
considered an unromantic, unsympa- 
thetic heathen. It is situated in a peace- 
ful valley and reached by a short drive 
from the capital. 


This little island is one of the most 


cosmopolitan 
places 
in 
existence. 


French, English, German, Spanish, 
Italian and a few American merchants 
are engaged in business in the bazaars 
along the water front, while Africans, 
Malays, Persians, the natives of Mada- 
gascar, coolies from the Malabar coast, 
Moors from the strait of Gibraltar and 
the natives of upper India elbow each 
other in the market places, and one 
hears the language of every land in a 
half dozen blocks. 


The superstitions of every country 


and the weir*1 tales growing out of the 
traditions of all lands have been 
brought to the island, taken root and 
grown to be observed by 'the lower 
classes of all nations, and consequently 
the island has become the favorite hunt- 
ing ground of the story teller in search 
of genuine novelty, particularly in the 
weird and mysterious vein.

Manilla which may be taken as a type of all Philippine towns, can very 


well be called a cosmopolitan city. Its large and diversified population is 
made up of Spaniards, Malays, Chinese, Chinese half eastos, Europeans 
and a dozen or two characteristic typee of' the many tribes of the Philippines, 
together with manifold combinations and mixtures of these different peoples 
enumerated. The Spaniards, officers acd officials, who have gone out to the 
Philippines have done so principally for the sake of acquiring through greed 
and rapacity whatever fortunes may be wrung out of the islands or from 
firms doing' business in their ports. These Spaniards live as best they can and 
make no improvements whatever in the country. The Spanish haif breeds, 
who are the offspring; of visiting officers and officials by native women, pro-

vide what might b« called the dangerous element of the Philippines. 
These 


half breeds are viewed with no affection by their Spanish father*, who usual- 
ly return to Spain withput making the slightest provision for their unfortunate 
offspring. 
Many of these half breed's, however, are remarkably handsome 


types, inheriting the oval face and the regular features of the'Spaniard, along 
with the soft eyes, the dusky, velvety skin and the suppleness of figure of 
the Malay. But they are troubled with very little morat datura and usually 
drift into, very irregular habits of life. 


A v»ry different class of people are the merchants or Manila. They are 


mostly Chinese or Chinese half breeds and may well be called the busiest 
people In the Philippines, They build good shops and stores, put up fine.houses, 
. and, although officially robbed and blackmailed for years, many of them have 
acquired tremendous wealth, and all of them are well to do. In fact, it has 
•been said that if the Philippines had been left to themselves they would have 
become as Chinese as Formosa in another hundred years. Social pleasures 
In Manila are both limited and uninteresting, being restricted to formal visits 
and the exchange of -courtesies between passing carriages. 
In Iloilo, where 


there are a number of English and Scottish young men formed into a social 
club, a desperate attempt is made to play tennis and indulge in those out- 
door games which are dear to the hearts of the Englishman. This is done 
to the Inexpressible astonishment and wonder of the natives, who cannot 
comprehend why men should deliberately make work for themselves.

A Phofogrraphic Decepfion, 


Judges In the law courts have several times refused to admit photographs 


as evidence in cases oefore them on the ground that the camera does not al- 
ways represent things exactly as they are. Many people have wondered at 
this statement. That the judges are not very far astray is shown by the ac- 
companying illustration, reproduced from a photograph taken by Mr. Thomas 
Howarth, a well known amateur photographer of Canada, whose home is In 
Oakville, Ont. It is not a photograph of twins, as one might naturally sup- 
pose. Mr. Howarth had but one subject before him, and he made the most of 
that one, as the picture testifies. By an ingenious device of a double shutter 
on his camera he contrived to reproduce two poses on a single negative, plac- 
ing his subject in such a way as to make the picture very deceiving. The 
closest inspection of the photograph will fail to reveal where the first picture 
ended and the second began. As a matter of fact, the right half of the pho- 
tograph was taken first, showing the subject seated In the barrow, which was 
'propped up by a brick. Then the man being photographed took his position 
between the handles of the barrow, and Mr. Howarth exposed the other half 
of the plate. Th« result was one photograph, perfect in shading and perspec- 
tive. The device used by Mr. .Howarth to bring about the illusion is one of 
his own invention. By it he is able to reproduce even three poses on a sin- 
gle plate. Of course the camera has to be securely fixed on a tripod to obtain 
a satisfactory picture. In the present case great care had to be taken to 
keep the barrow perfectly steady, for if it had been moved ever so slightly be- 
tween the taking of the first and second halves of the picture the negative 
would have been ba,dly blurred. 


Firsf Pun'fan Church, 


It |s not generally known that the first 


Puritan church built in the United 
States is still standing In the town of 
Salem, Mass. This unique historical 
relic cf t»i& pilgrim fathers and gentle 
reminder of the hardships through 
wnich they passed was built during the 
months of July and August, 1629. For 
many years It served those early Purl- 
tans not only as a meeting house, but 
also as a place of instruction for their 
children. For a period of five years it 
was also dignified as their seat of civil 
administration. In its original condi- 
tion it was nothing more than a primi- 
tive log cabin, with a crudely built 
chimney of rough stones. This chimney 
the hand of time has long since swont 
away, and it must be confessed that 
even the building itself has been some- 
what changed and restored. Over the 
original old framework it has been

found necessary to put new clapboards, 
and the old roof has been displaced by 
modern and most unplcturesque shin- 
gles. 


This landmark is now the possession 


of the Salem Essex institute. In the rear 
of whose building s1.il! stands another of 
the most historical churches Jn this 
country. This second church is 270 years 
old, and in ft is still preserved the an- 
cient communion table, used almost 
three centuries ago.'

Moors; of Alfonso the Wise and of Queen Beatrice, besides a num- 
ber of less illustrious remains. The cathedral of Seville is one of the largest 
and most beautiful in the land of the don, Its Interior and exterior decorations 
being both lavish and exquisite. It was built on the site successively occu- 
pied by the temple of Astarte and SaUmbo and the ancient mosque ol Seville 
and was completed in 1519. Although tacked and despoiled a number of times, 
it still contains many of Murillo's finest masterpieces and a, number of the 
best paintings of other masters almost as famous. The main tower of the 
cathedral, called the Giralda, was erected in. 1196 to serve as the chief muezzin 
tpwer of the ancient mosque which preceded the present structure. In its orig- 
inal, form it was but 250 feet high, but in -1568 a bronze figure of Faith, 
mounted on a superb filigree belfry, was added to the to'wer, making its total 
height 350 feet. The cathedral has an organ that is classed among the lar- 
gest and most powerful instruments in the world.

The rebuilding of the ancient Lam-

Some extremely 
picturesque ceremonies marked the fes- 
tival to celebrate the completion of the 
new church, the last function being the 
replacing of the three ancient man cages 
of iron on the new belfry.

prisons and coffins and figured conspic- 
uously in the persecutions which were

The ship which has this distinction hus been recently built and 
launched at Camden, Me., and is known as the John B. Prescott. The Pres- 
cott is a five masted schooner rigged ciaft, with the extraordinary length of 
410 -feat and a- registered tonnage of 3.50C. She has a carrying capacity of 4,300 
tons. She was built by the well known shipbuilder H. M. Bean for Captain 
Crowleyof Taunton, Mass. The huge dimensions of this new schooner are shown 
in the accompanying Illustration, in 'which she is seen to loom high over an 
insignificant tugboat of the ordinary slse.

An Important Measure. 


A special dtepatch to The Transcript 


from Boston this morning says that 
the North Adams refunding bill has 
been signed by Governor Wolcott, and 
has-become a law. 


This news will be wefcomed In the 


city, although there was very little 
doubt that it 
would pass, it was 


thought that the governor might let 
it become a la.w without his signature 
as it would have done today. 


The provisions of the bill have been 


explained so that they are familiar to 
all who have followed the papers The 
bill provides in brief for the payment 
by the city of the sum of $35,000 on its 
debt every year until and including 
1926, at which time the present debt 
will be nearly paid, and after which 
the remainder will be paid in smaller 
amounts. Each year there will be re- 
funded the 
difference 
between the 


amount due under the former arrange- 
ment and the §35.000 that is to be paid. 
This year the city will refund about 
SK5.000 paying $35,000 instead of over 
$100,000.

MORE PRAISE FOR CU3FEW, 


R.mDrcf Attempts to Repeal Ordinance 


and Some Western Opinions. 


There continues to be considerable 


disc'ission on the subject of the cur- 
few. especially since the recent arrests 
under it. It was said yesterday that 
an agitation would be raised against it 
after it had been in force a year, or the 
time in which its advantages claimed 
it could be given a fair trial, and that 
an attempt would be made to repeal it 
in the council. It is probable that such 
an attempt would call out a vast 
amount of discussion, as the law has 
made both friend, and opponents since 
it has been put in operation. 


GILBERT MAXWELL, 
2 Martin Block, Main St. 
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of opinions on the law from some of 
the 400 cities in which it is in force, 
some of which are similar to those ex- 
pressed from the same cities about a 
year ago, and some of which are new. 
It Js noticeable that this city is not 
alone in having made only one or two 
arrests. Throughout the county the 
number of arrests has been compara- 
tively small, while police and city 
officials are all as enthusiastic over it 
as is Chief Kendall in this city. 


A recent write- P-IJ-K- '-The officials 


of Indianapolis, St, Joseph. Des Homes. 
etc., report a decrease of eighty per 
cent, in arrests and commitments of 
youths since the curfew law was 
adopted. It was supposed at first that 
there would be a vast amount of indis- 
criminate arresting of boys and girls. 
The contrary proves to be true; some 
of the cities and towns report but two 
or three arrests annually." 


The mayor of North Platte, Neb-, re- 


ports,that for two years before passing 
the curfew law they sent fourteen 
boys and girls to the reform school. 
For two years after passing the cur- 
few law they did not send any. 


The chief of police of Pueblo, Col., 


says: "Many young girls between the 
ages of 13 and 16, who were formerly 
on the streets as late as 12 o'clock at 
night, now stay at home and have 
been saved by the curfew ordinance." 


The mayor of Leavenworth, Kansas, 


says the curfew ordinance works like 
a charm and all the mothers are in 
love with it- 
Numerous cities and 


councils have already passed resolu- 
tions endorsing the curfew. 


The city council of Lincoln, Neb., 


says: 
"The practical results of the 


youth of the city, growing out of the 
rnactment of the curfew law, have 
been such as to satisfy the members 
of the council that it should be adopted 
at the earliest moment by the council 
of every city, town and village in the 
country." 


The chief of police of St. Joseph, Mo., 


says: "Not half a dozen arrests of 
youths have occurred under the cur- 
few law. and there has been a decrease 
of seventy-five per cent, in crimes 
among the youth."
